50.1 per cent owned by a South 
African company is correct," 
said Student Society president 
James Green. 

"I think then, it's the only 
choice. Someone's got to take a 
stand somewhere," he added.

IRC shirk s electoral policy

The Inter-Residence Council 
(IRC) has allegedly 
misrepresented its constituents 
by ignoring its own guidelines. 
Despite continuing complaints, 
IRC remains essentially un- 
changed. 

Steven V. Matthews, presi- 
dent of the IRC since 1982, 
resigned on January 1st, 1986, 
citing conflict of interest with 
his position as president of 
Gardner Hall. 

Deborah Pittman, also on the 
executive, submitted her 
resignation on the 8th, citing 
personal reasons. 
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Ex-IRC president Steven Matthews

At a meeting of the Universi- 
ty Residence Council (URC) on 
the 13th of this month, several 
students complained about the 
lack of IRC elections and the 
IRC's apparent disregard for 
their constituents. Says Ryerson 
Symons, one of the plaintiffs, 
"It's like they don't want our 
participation at all." 

The residents demanded the 
resignations of all six executives 
of the IRC, and that elections 
for the vacant positions be held 
on January 31st. 

The students showed the 
URC a petition with 210 
signatures of residents who 
shared their views. The URC, 
composed of resident faculty 
members and residence ad- 
ministration staff, passed a mo- 
tion endorsing the complaints 
of the students. 

The students accused the IRC 
of operating in an authoritarian 
: ft^; 



manner. Of Matthews, one ex- 
council member said, "That 
guy, he runs a dictatorship, 
basically." 

Pittman knew of only 10 of 
the 24 members of the IRC that 
were elected by their hall coun- 
cil. The remaining members 
were either elected by acclama- 
tion or appointed by other IRC 
members. 

In defending his council, 
Matthews said "I see no pro- 
blem with the IRC executive." 
He said the members, elected by 
their . councils were "beyond 
reproach." 

While Matthews admitted 
"there may be some acclama- 
tions," he pointed out "a lot of 
MSS elections are acclamations 
z too."

£ He admits to poor planning 
X by not having elections or sen- 
biding a residence rep to MSS

I didn't anticipate those pro- 
blems." 



"You can't expect us to hold 
elections in mid-term just 
because we have a new constitu- 
tion," said Matthews. 

Matthews added that Detour, 
the Bishop Mountain Hall 
Thursday night pub, just like 
the rest of the IRC will be work- 
ing "as usual" on Thursday. 



November last year by sending a 
letter of inquiry to the head of- 
fices of both Carling O'Keefe 
and Rothmans in Toronto. 
Neither of the two companies 
replied. 

While SAC provided the 
research, Green was left to work 
out the details of the campus 
boycott. Green concluded that 
all remaining beer brewed by 
O'Keefe would be sold off in 
two weeks, while all Rothman's 
cigarettes would be removed 
from machines on campus and 
returned to the manufacturer. 

Green proceeded to instruct 
the management of McGill's 
food and beverage service, 
CVC, to stop further orders on 
beer produced by Carling 
O'Keefe ^Breweries. Present at 



the time was a representative of 
Carling O'Keefe, who told 
Green the company had never 
received the letter from' SAC. 

CVC manager Suzanne Man- 
tha told the Daily the represen- 
tative was worried McGill may 
start a Canada-wide boycott 
that would threaten the jobs of 
3,000 employees. 

However, according to SAC 
president Nigel Crawhall, 
several Canadian universities, 
including McGill's Macdonald 
campus and the University of 
Saskatchewan, have been 
boycotting Carling O'Keefe for 
over two years. 

According to Crawhall, 
"Any business we take away

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Martin L uther King remembered

January 20th, 1986 will be the 
first time in history that a Black 
person is honoured by a Federal 
holiday in the United States. 

The decision to celebrate a 
national holiday in Dr. Martin 
Luther King's honour was an- 
nounced by President Reagan 
on' October 20th, 1983 after it 
was approved by Congressional 
meeting. 

King, a prominent civil rights 
leader during the 1960's, will be 
remembered on this day for his 
efforts and contributions to the 
movement. 

However, Reagan was initial- 
ly opposed to the idea of mak- 
ing King's birthday a national 
holiday. 



Reagan was recently quoted 
in the New York Times as say- 
ing that he would have prefered 
"setting aside a day for King 
that would have left it up to the 
states to observe." 

As a result of this statement, 
many Black educators and ex- 
ecutives in the United States 
who met with Reagan are skep- 
tical of his 'good will' towards 
Martin Luther King. 

"I don't take what the Presi- 
dent is doing as any admission 
of a strong adherence to' Martin 
Luther King's philosophy," 
said M. Carl Holman, President 
of the National Urban Coali- 
tion. 

"Politicians behave like 
Politicians," he added. 
Many White House ofl 



believe one key reason for the 
President's involvement in 
honouring King is his "sharp in- 
crease in Black support." 

A poll taken by the New York 
Times shows 56 percent of 
American Blacks approve of the 
way President Reagan is handl- 
ing his job. 

Martin Luther King Jr. will 
best be remembered for his 
relentless attacks on injustice in 
America, and for his unques- 
tionable dedication and devo- 
tion to the struggle for racial 
equality. 

King, like Mahatma Gandhi 
before him, advocated non- 
violent resistance as a form of 
agitation — something he has 



As a religious leader, King 
believed in striving for the 
dignity of all people, regardless 
of race, creed, or ethnicity. 

During his many speeches, 
rallies and demonstrations in 
America, King was often called 
"little Jesus" because of his 
remarkable ability to stand for 
ivhat he believed was right and 
just; right up until the very end 
— he was asassinated in 1968. 

Despite the devestating effect 
King's assasination had on the 
Black community and on the 
world in general, people, both 
Black and White, elect to con- 
anue on with his dream for 
peace.equality and harmony in 
:his world.

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Redmen must win crucial games

After successive losses to Ot- 
tawa and Trois- 
Rivicrcs (UQTR) last weekend, 
the Redmen hockey team is on 
the verge of falling apart at the 
seams. 

The Red and White lost 6-3 at 
Ottawa on Friday against the 
number-one ranked 'Gee Gees' 
before succumbing 5-3 at home 
to UQTR in front of 423 spec- 
tators Sunday afternoon. 

Both games were filled with 
penalties. There were 66 and 
105 minutes respectively, as well 
as eight separate fights. 

The losses, in combination 
with Chicoutimi's two victories 
over Concordia, left McGill 
holding a poor 4-7 record, shar- 
ing third place with Chicoutimi 
in the five-team Québec Univer- 
sity Hockey League. 

Coach Ken Tyler verbally 
lambasted his team in the 
privacy of the Redmen dressing- 
room immediately following the 
loss to UQTR. After Tyler left, 
the players held an impromtu 
closed-door meeting to discuss 
the situation. 

Tyler then answered to the 
media in his office before lock- 
ing the door and analysing the 



team's problems with his assis- 
tant coaches in what proved to 
be a three-hour, meeting. 

"Its been a difficult start this 
semester," said Tyler, "facing 
the best two teams in the league 
(both of whom are ranked 
among the top ten in Canada). 

"But we had our chances, 
we've got to finish our scoring 
drives. We scored one power 
play goal in six opportunities to- 
day and were one for six against 
Ottawa the other night and 
that's horseshit. We won't win 
with that.". 

A number of players have 
quit the team recently, including 
assistant captain Alain 
Robichaud who failed to rejoin 
the squad after Christmas and 
hasn't yet made up his mind on 
whether he'll return. 

Others leaving the team in- 
clude Dave Pretty (family 
reasons) and Denis Barette 
(knee troubles). 

Third-year defenceman Mike 
Babcock, recently interviewed 
by the Daily, also had a few in- 
sights on the Redmen. 

"How do I view my leader- 
ship role with the Redmen? 
Sometimes it makes me feel 
guilty, other times it makes me 
feel good. I was not honored 



(being elected this year), unlike 
last season when I got the 'A' 
and felt proud. 

. "This year I took it in stride 
and was going to be myself. I 
don't care what anyone does I 
want to win and do what's best 



for winning after a while and 
I'm trying my best not to lose 
that drive — I want to win bad. 

"Talent-wise the Redmen are 
there (at the championship 
level) — we just need an attitude 
adjustment. All we need to do is

In 
lieu of a practice this past Mon- 
day, the Redmen had a rare day 
off. Tuesday, their practice was 
off-ice, consisting of wrestling 
and jogging. 

McGill has an edge in 
scheduling this semester, with 
nine of their remaining 11 
games being played in this city, 
but have a losing home record 
thus far (2-5-0). They have a 
respectable 7-6-1 overall road 
record. 

McGill hosts Chicoutimi and 
Concordia in two crucial con- 
tests this weekend (Friday at 
19h30 and Sunday at 19h00).

But Flo Tracy, director of 
McGill's residences disagrees.

Tracy admits the meal plan at 
Bishop Mountain Hall and 
Royal Victoria College is "not 
perfect by any means," but ask- 
ed if it was unfair to the point of 
being illegal, she 
responded, "no, I don't think 
so," adding,"we have a good 
middle of the road plan." 

Asked a similar question, one 
resident replied, "they sure as 
hell murder the food — that's il- 
legal." 



MSS opposes fee

A motion to council, moved 
by VP External Luc Joli-Coeur, 
called upon Senate not to accept 
the proposal until more detailed 
information on the issues can be 
obtained. Said Joli-Coeur, the 
motion, "clearly states that we 
were not properly consulted on 
the Issues, and that we have no 
guarantee that quality of course 
materials will increase. We re- 
quested more information on 
the proposal, and a breakdown 
af the money faculty by 
acuity." 
Student representative to the 



Board of Governors, Amy 
Kaler, feels that there is little 
Student Society can do to stop 
implementation of the charge. 
"I think the academecians will 
all vote for it, they want the 
money, ho matter where it 
comes from," she said. "All we 
can do is keep stalling and stall- 
ing and hope they'll forget 
about the idea." 

The motion differs from a 
stance taken by council at . its 
last meeting which only asked 
senate for more time in which to 
study the issue.

Asked why Carling O'Keefe 
beer wasn't banned when 
boycott lists first appeared, 
James Green replied "We 
didn't do anything at first. We 
always take the policy: innocent 
until proven guilty." 

According to CVC manager 
Mantha, "It was not a political 



move but a matter of fridge 
space. We cut down on all 
brands. I haven't sold O'Keefe 
for a while. I only sell Miller 
and Carlsberg." 

Guy Thompson of SAC ex- 
plains "Carling O'Keefe beers 
(which include both Miller and 
Carlsberg) are purchased 
because they are the only 
brewery that sells beer at a bulk 
discount." 

Green admits that bulk con- 
tracts made between the 
brewery and undergraduate 
societies may make the boycott 
difficult to implement. 
"My initial reaction was to 



forget them, but after thinking 
about it I decided it would be 
better to uphold the legal 
obligations of the contracts," 
said Green. 

Another problem may arise 
with the removal of Rothman's 
from cigarette machines on 
campus. According to SAC 
. president Crawhall, "removal 
of one brand may 'mean remov- 
ing the machines altogether. It 
depends on what the company 
that owns and operates them 
decides." 

Despite the uncertain details, 
Crawhall is pleased that the 
Students' Society Executive has 
been active in considering the 
boycott. He believes the vote on 
January 28th will unanimously 
e ndorse the move.

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Residential affairs 

The Inter Residence Council passes motions, organizes events, and elects its 
members largely behind the backs of its members, the resident students at 
McGill. While there are provisions for the democratic election of its members, 
there are conflicting estimates as to how many, of the IRC members are actually 
voted in and how many are acclaimed (a euphemism for appointed). 

The blame for this erosion of democracy cannot be pinned on any one person 
or small group of people. It belongs, rather to the residence student body as a 
whole for our collective neglect of the democratic process granted us. Given the 
number of important tasks it had to accomplish and a lack of public concern 
over the running of residence affairs, it is not surprising that the IRC ignored 
the democratic process and appointed members to fill its ranks. 

This is not meant as a defense of the IRC executive and its long time 
president. Politicians that take advantage of a lack of public scrutiny to relax 
the rules of government are far from innocent. 

The IRC is a manifestation of a larger problem. We, as students, tend to take 
for granted that our representatives are working in our best interests, in 
residence, at McGill and in Canada. We therefore see no need to participate in 
its operations or to even pay attention to them. 

But inattention is a licence for misbehavior. Inevitably, a government of the 
people will fail if its people cease to watch it. 

For residence students, it seems to be a matter of somantics anyway. The IRC 
does, by and large, work for the best interests of the resident students; it has 
won some important concessions from the residence administration. 

But the recent controversy over the firing of the student Detour Danceteria 
managers demonstrates hovv even a benevolent non-representative council can 
fail in its duties to serve the*students. Ex-president Matthews cited lack of 
variety of food and music and general poor quality of Detour as the reasons for 
dismissal. He based his judgement on an inconclusive opinion survey, his own 
opinion, and"peopleT've talked to..." statements. 

Time will tell if the firing was in the resident's best interests. If so, it will be 
little more than dumb luck, for it is doubtful that Matthews was aware of what 
his constituent's interests really were. 

In February, according to the new president of the IRC, Robin Cassell, the 
first residence-wide elections of IRC executive will be held. If our society's 
preferred system of government is to begin to work— at McGill anyway— it 
will take a dramatic decline in the level of apathy. But if 'government by all the 
people', is left to but a few, as is our wont, fiascos like the IRC will be the 
inevitable result.

Opening a chapter is a unique challenge for all involved. The group of founding 
fathers will recieve support and direction from the newly.formed, Montréal Beta 
Alumni Association, administrative office staff, the McGill I.F.C., and neighbor- 
ing' Beta chapters. The original group of students will be instrumental in 
establishing the organization's traditions, values, and goal. Their decisions and ac- 
tions in the initial years will have great importance in the long term success of the 
fraternity. The first members will be able to take great satisfaction in two, five, ten 
and even fifty years when they see the McGill Chapter continuing the practices that 
were established in 1986. Often fraternity men in colonies recieve greater satisfac- 
tion from their efforts than do members in well-established chapters. For a colony 
member there are always many activities. They will develop an organization, its 
programs and structure, which entails a rich learning process. 

The two primary goals for a colony are to establish a strong, respected group on 
campus and to achieve their charter.

October 18th, 1985: In 
Jayprakash Narayan Nagar, a 
slum next to the Union Carbide 
plant in Bhopal, a group of little 
children are sitting in a semi- 
circle drawing on little sheets of 
paper. A box of crayons lie in 
the middle of the group. The 
scene is a picture of idyllic in- 
nocence. 

Close up, the picture changes. 
The innocent drawings are 
charged with potent messages. 
Little stick figures run, covering 
their eyes in a recreation of the 
fateful night of December 3rd, 
1984. 



A year has gone by; maybe 
the methyl-isocyanate (MIC) 
has disappeared, but the scars 
remain. 

' Bhopal-Beyond Genocide is a 
documentary film by three in- 
dependent filmakers from In- 
dia. It takes us on a rare journey 
through the slums of the city of 
Bhopal, through the corridors 
of power, and finally, to those 
whom the directors hold 
, responsible. 

The film focuses on the plight, 
of the poor, who often bear the 
brunt of any disaster. In 
developing nations, only the 
rich are able to buffer 
themselves from catastrophe; 
the poor are left to face it as 
best they can. 

The film takes both the 
American multinational Union 
Carbide, and its Indian sub- 
sibiary, to task. Major dif- 
ferences in plant design between 
the Bhopal plant and its 
American counterpart are 
shown to have caused the 
disaster. The film suggests that 
these discrepancies had 
economic roots. 

The government of India is 
also criticized for its favourable, 
treatment of the management of 
Union Carbide both before and 
after the accident. 

The film tries to show how in-: 
dividuals have silently suffered 
throughout the tragedy. It tries 
to communicate the agony of 
Sarujbhai, Sheila Devi, Ram 
Singh Thakur, Yunus and 
countless others bewildered by 
the events. 

One vivid scene from the film 
shows a little girl lying on a bed 



with her father. The rapid heav- 
ing of her chest shows a suffer- 
ing that we can only imagine. 
Zarina is one of the many MIC 
babies born after Bhopal. The' 
lesions on her skin are addi- 
tional indications of her suffer- 
ing. Zarina cannot express 
herself for she is only a few 
weeks old. But we can. Zarina 
died 18 days after the footage 
was shot. The autopsy said 
"Poisoned in mothers womb." 

The film exposes the overall 
misinformation regarding the 
deadly effects of the MIC liquid ( 
and its chemical by-product, 
cyanide, that made a mockery 
of modern science and 
technology. The masses are 
gassed to death and all that 
modern science can give to 
alleviate the suffering are scraps 
of paper and a bewildering ar- 
ray of medicines. 

"Nearly every affected family 
in Bhopal is a veritable phar- - 
macy" says the narrator. 
"While- one multinational 
gases, the other makes profit. 
The name of the game is 
profit." 

The film captures the rise of 
social consciousness in Bhopal. 
Frustration with the govern- 
ment's lack of action against 
Union Carbide and indignation 
at the treatment of the Indian 
people has given rise to a call 
for justice. 

A chronicle of a struggle, the 
film deals with questions of 
ethics, responsibility, alter-, 
natives and even hope. Many 
questions have been raised by 
India's poor, questions which 



are being rationalized away in 
the plush Union Carbide offices 
in Danbury, Connecticut. 

The film forces the viewer to 
constantly question those forces 
whose strength lies in the collec- 
tive ignorance of the majority. 
It says that we must be aware of 
our right to information that 
could affect our lives. 



"Bhopal: Beyond Genocide" 
will be shown for the first time 
in Canada at McGill (FDA 
Auditorium) January 15 and 16 
at 7 p.m. The filmmakers, 
Suhasini Mulay (a McGill 
graduate) and Tapan Bose will 
be present to introduce the film 
and answer questions after- 
wards. Tickets are $2.00 at the 
door. 
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We asked McGill students the 
following question: "Do you 
think the $100 photocopying fee 
isjustified?"
